Sackville-street Club, July 11, 1860, 
Dean Sin. —Reſerring to a statement which | have just 


seen in the papers, in which my name is used in connexion 
with an announcement said to be made by Mr. Secretary 
Herbert, I beg leave to state exactly the part I took in the 
matter. When passing through Dublin a few days ago | 
told you, and I now repeat the statement, that, in a conver- 
sation I had in the House of Commons with the Secretary for 
War, he said if Irish Volunteer Corps were formed he should 
not refuse to accept their services; that, from some commu- 
nications [ had with Mr. Cardwell, my opinion was, that i 
the Irish people evinced any strong desire to have this force, 
he would give all the facility in his power to carry out their 
wishes.

66, and tendering 
their services to her Majesty, It turns out, which 1 did not 
thea know, and which I m regret, that the offer, accord- 
ing to law, is to be made to the Lord. Lieutenant of Ireland» 
and not to the Secretary for War. Such an offer has, it ap- 
pears, been made, and declined, on the ground that the Exe- 
cutive Government have not the power of framing regalations 
for the enrolment and organisation of Volunteer Corps in 
Ireland. As this is the only apparent objection to the ad- 
mission of Irishmen (at their own cost) to the privilege of 
self defence, I shall on Tuesday next ask for leave to bring

The Daily News on the Perfection attainable in 
Rifle Practice--- 


Volunteer 


All honour has been done to the National Rifle Asso- 
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Government ammunition, served out by the artillery- 
men, mast necessarily have been of different kinds, as 
there were rifles requiring balls of .55 diameter, with 
wood plugs, and those having a bore of .577 diameter, 
which may have had the iron cup ball, or the bullet 
with a conical hollow. A volunteer not over well 
acquainted with these matters might easily get ammu— 
nition unsuited to his rifle, and make very indifferent 
shooting in consequence. Major-General Hay might 
assure the volunteers that it was a point of honour to 
supply ammunition of unquestionable accuracy; but it 
is hardly to be supposed that special cartridges were 
made for the trials at Wimbledon, however good the 
average quality of the Woolwich ammunition may be. 
[t would certainly be found more satistactory in fature 
to insure aniformity ia the ammunition used for the 
more important trials of skill. 

In the chief volunteers’ competition, the restrictions 
as to the different make of rifles applied only to the 
size of the bore and the weight of the piece; so that il 


particular weapon, unless all used the same, the test of 
skill would not be a very valid one. We believe that 
young Rosa, the winner of the great Volunteers’ prize, 
shot with a Whitworth rifle—and it is well known that 
Major-General Hay, would select this rifle for his own 
shooting; yet very few of the Volunteers possessed 
this rifle. The summary of the shooting for the chief 
prize, at the longest range, shows that none of 
the Volunteers hit the target each time, the 
best shot having fired at least six times out of thirty 
without rosult, while many scored from nine to one on!

Vicrorta Docks, PAS AH West.—The beant iful 
steamship Prince Albert, belonging to the Atlantic 
Royal Mail Steam Company, which steamed up the 
river on Sunday to the Royal Victoria Dockyard Wharf, 
was on Monday hauled into the dry-dock, drawing se- 
venteen feet of water, and was shored up and put 
through the whole process with as much ease as if she were 
only a small ship. This dock is superior to any of 
the docks in England which the company are in 
the habit of sending their steamers to for repairs, 
Ke, inasmuch as the situation of the entrance ex- 
ceeds them all for shelter, and being out of the 
stream of the tide, with twenty feet of water over the 
blocks on neap tides. ‘ihe facilities for working the 
docks appear to be complete in every respect, and ex- 
ceedingly effective and ingenious. When the steamship 
was docking she was warped in by the capstans of the 
dock, and patent shores run out to her sides in a few 
minutes, and shen the ship grounded on the blocks 
with the ebb tide, the sluices were shut and the water 
confined in order to give sufficient time to set up and 
examine the shores round the ship, so that the greatest 
safety was thereby secured for this large and heavy 
steamer. This latter great advantage was obtained by the 
Messrs. Brown in consequence of their adopting the new 
mode of entrance and gate caisson, by which they are 
enabled at all times to confine or exclude the water, 
and thereby have a floating or dry dock ag emergency

Lonatic Asrtom.—On T an inv 
held at the Hanwell Lunatic Asylum, before Mr. Wakley, 
Soroner fur West Middlesex, relative to the dispovery of 
the body of a new-born child, which had been mysteri- 
ously concealed in a cellar attached to the above esta- 
blishment, The facts, as deposed to, are as follows :— 
On Wednesday, the 13th ult., a bricklayer was 

in a cellar under the salting room, when he discovered a 
parcel containing a quantity of bones, the exterior cover- 
ing to the bones being a woman’s gown. On 

the bones appeared to be those of an infant. The gown 
was of French twill or merino, of asort of crimson colour, 
and braided, In the pocket of the gown were found a let- 
ter and a seal, the latter bearing the motto, Good night, 
all’s well,” set to music. Further examination was 
then made ofthe cellar, when a small box containing 
bones was found, and on the following day Mr. Lowder 
the summoning officer picked up two other bone, Th. 
remains were supposed to have teen placed in the cellar 
about two years since, but by whom at present main: 
a mystery. There were six female servants in the 
kitchen, each of whom had a key of the common ward 
lock, and the head cook had the key of a private lock, 
which she locked at night, the other servants di the 
kitchen only having access to that part of the estallish- 
ment where the body was found, in the day time. Mr. 
W. H. O. Sankey, resident medical superintendem to 
the female department of the asylum, received the 
Coroner’s order on the 20th ultimo, to examine jhe 
bones, There were two boxes, the first contained a 
covering, apparently of sail-cloth, and some female wesr- 
ing — the first being a sort of coarse apra, 
and the latter a gown. There were also a guaútity of 
animal bones, and a consolidated trunk of a chill, 
bearing in some parts a dried, soft, animal tissue, There 
was also the right hand. The remains were quit 
mummyfied, the body was twiste l, and the heels were 
drawn up in the buttocks. In the second, a paper box 
there were several bones, among which were portions 
of an infaot’s skull. He had further received two other 
bones, the left temporal bone andarib. Dr. Sankey 
here read a written note, which was put in as evidence, 
explaining technically the various bones which he had 
examined, as forming the body of a full-grown infan'. 
At this stage of the inquiry an adjournment was 
agreed upon.

WEST COAST OF AFRICA—A MISSIONARY 
STATION ATTACKED BY SAVAGES. 

Lrverroot, Tusepay.—The Armenian has arrived. 
Her dates are Fernando Po, May 29 ; Cameroons, 31; 
Old Calabar Jane 3; Bonny, 7; Brass, 7 ; Benin, 8 ; 
Lagos, 10 ; Accra, 15 ; Cape Coast, 14 ; Cape Palmas, 
17; Sierra Leone, 21; Bathurst, 25; Teneriffe, 
30; Madeira, July 2. She brings also the 
mails, 20 passengers, £2,600 in gold dust, 182 packa- 
ges of ivory, a large quantity of palm oil, &c. 

Though cotton was dull at the Cameroons, trade 
generally appeared somewhat brisker. Heavy rains 
had setin, but the river was healthy. A French man- 
of-war which had been commissioned to“ call for an 
account” due to a French firm from the natives of 
Bonny had obtained a settlement. 

A treaty had been signed between the Aslantees and 
the British Governor at Cape Coast Castle. 

The Armenian has brought intelligence of a dreadful 
outrage upon the inhabitants of Magbelli, near Cape 
Coast Castle, on the morning of the lath June. The 
following are the details :—Most of the male population 
were absent, and only the old and infirm were in the 
town. The Ba Suba was at Ro Manetich, on the Port 
Lokkoh road. The attacking party numbered about 
300 or 400 men, and for the most part were armed with 
cutlasses. They divided themselves into small companies, 
and assigned different parts of the town to each division. 
One of them attacked the mission , another the 
British traders, and they were scattered wherever they 
thought to find plunder. The. special objects of 
attack were the British subjects residing at belli, 
in revenge for our Government having promised, 
as they alleged, to aid and assist the Masimmerahs with 
arms and ammunition. The barbarous people showed 
no regard to the persons or property of the missionary 
party. SSI agg’ A were ang the dwellinghouse, they 
seized the Rev. Mr. Wiltshire and his wife, and stripped 
them. One man aimed with a cutlass at Mr. Wiltshire, 
but happily fell short. Another pointed his gun at his 
breast and demanded his coat, which was of course given 
up. Mrs. Wiltshire was then seized, tied, and dragged 
to the water side, and then forced into a canoe, with the 
intention to carry het across the river. But the canoe 
being too crowded with prisoners, and not having 
been caulked, was swamped, and sank immediately on 
attempting to shoveoff from the heach. All. however, 
c m: safely ashore. Providentially, us at this juncture, 
there was beard a sound of musk«: suots in the distance. 
This proceeded from a few Sierra Leone traders and 
others, from Rogbuntog, who were coming to the rescue. 
The Kossohs at once left their prisoners and retreated, 
but not without some loss on their side. Mrs. Wiltshire 
was left tied in the bush, and, after some moments of 
anxious suspense, was rescued from her perilous condi- 
tion by a Sierra Leone trader. In the meantime, other 
parts of the town had been given up to plunder. Mr. 
Thensted, an English trader, was robbed of all his 
goods, and had his shirt stripped from his back, but 
happily escaped from his captors and from further per- 
sonal indignities. One of the mission boatmen, named 
Bucknor, who was ill at the time of the attack, was cut 
across the belly and killed. A schoolboy, about eight 
years old, refusing to leave the mission yard and go with 
the Kossohs, was killed on the spot, his head being se- 
v@ted from his body. Another of the school children 
(a"httle girl) was drowned, along with many others, in a 
canoe which, from being too much crowded with pri- 
soners, filled, and went down with all on board. The 
precise number is not known. 

CANADIAN PREPARATIONS FOR RECEIVING 
THE PRINCE OF WALES. 

The Royal convoy will make St. John’s, Newfound- 

land, their first landing point, proceeding thence to 
Halifax, from which place the Prince will go to New 
Brunswick and Prince Edward's Island. In the Lower 
Provinces his stay will necessarily be very limited, and 
the arrival of the Royal fleet in the Lower St. Law- 
rence is confidently expected to take place not later 
than the 6th or 6th of August. At this point, there- 
tore, the Canadian arrangements will necessarily com- 
mence; and these ements will be conducted 
almost exclusively under the direction of the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works, who will charge himself with 
what may be called the governmental portion of the 
duties appertaining to the reception. 
The steamers Victoria and Lady Head will be sent 
down the river in the quasi capacity of pilot-boats. 
Accompanying this convoy there will be, in all proba- 
bility,a number of volunteer boats, including some of 
the best river steamers. In one entire wing of the Par- 
liament House is set apart to the Prince and his most 
immediate attendants; and there will be the same ob- 
servance of privacy in dinner invitations as at Windsor 
or Osborne; so that one of the rooms ot the Parliament 
tiouse—the Assembiy-room—will be the Royal dining- 
room for the time, and subject entirely to the control of 
the household accompanying the Prince. Apart from the 
formality of select invitations to dinner, or of a public 
levee, the Prince, itis supposed, will naturally do at 
Quebec as he would do at home. He will'see the interesting 
sights of the neighbourhood without being obliged to 
travel in perpetual state. At the Governor's residence 
he will naturally occupy more of the position of a pri- 
vate guestthan that of the Prince of Wales, precisely 
as he might be a guest at the house of any nobleman or 
gentleman at home. The object, in short, will be, as 
tar as Quebec is eoncerned, that while his visit will be 
attended by certain ceremonies essentially of a State 
character, to make the display harmonise, as far as pos- 
sible. with the habits and tastes of a well-bred gentle- 
man, to leave the Prince as much as may be to select 
his own mode of enjoying his visit, neither impeded by 
any superabundance of officious zeal nor made misera- 
ble by incessant worship and adoration. 

From Quebec it is understood to be arranged that the 
Prince will proceed westward in one of the lake or 
river boats. Probably two ot these—the Quebec, Mag- 
net, Kingston, or Passport—are likely to be selected; 
any of these will, aflord good accommodation tor the 
Prince and his chief attendants, and the accompanying 
squadron will of course, be much larger than that en- 
gaged by the De ent of Public Works, 

Arrived at Montreal, the Prince will take up his 
quarters at the house belonging to the Hoh. John 
Kose, now occupied by the Commander of the Forces, 
Sir Fenwick Williams. 

From Montreal it is arranged that the Prince will 
proceed to Ottawa, probably by the river and the Car- 
rilon and Grenville Railway. At Ottawa a new hotel 
has been already leased for the occasion. Here the 
lioyal sqjourn wall probably extend over several days 
From Ottawa his Royal Highness will go to Prescott by 
railway, and thence over the Grand Trunk to Brock- 
ville, at which port he will go on board one of the large 
lake steamers for Kingston. 

The next stage will be by steamer up the Bay of 
Quinse to Belleville, where an opportunity will also be 
afforded for a display ; and from Belleville the Prince 
will take a special train of the Grand Trunk Railway 
to Toronto, where the private idence of the Prince 
will be the old Government H . 

In Hamilton the arrangements, so far as Government 
is concerned, are only yet in progress.
